Your letter recbived a few days ago in regard to information 
regarding the LIVINGSTON family; tke only information I can give you 4 
is taken from the family tree gotten up by my cousin,Mr,.Claude Livingston 
of Washington D.c. If you will write him I think he can give you all 4 
the information you want. From this record which he has sent me I am 
glad to give you the following facts: James Livingston was the son of 
CORNELIUS, grandson of GILBERT, great-grandson of ROBERT, first Lord 
of the Manor. He was born near Richmond about 1740, served in the War 
of the Revolution, In about 1790, with his family and brothers Thomas 
and George, he moved from Virginia to Edgefield 8.C. 

Among the records of Spottsylvania Co. Va. if filed a power of attorney 
from James Livingston and Thoms Livingston of Edgefield S.C. on March 
31,1793, giving authority to their prother-in-law,Benjamin Wharton, to 
collect funds due them from the State. Jemes Livingston died in 1813 
and his will dated 1782 is on file in the CourtHouse at Edgefield. It 
was filed Dec.24,1814 and left his estate to his sons John, Muscoe, 
falliferro and Thomas, am his wife Elizabeth kad died in 1809 

Tre son JOHN LIVINGSTON wes born in Va. Jan.16,1780 before his father 
moved to Edgefield, wuxWNaxenbaxx22yx8a$ when he was ten years old.oe

ANCESTOR'S SERVICE: 

Thomas Livingston served in the Revolutionary War as a private in Capt. Samuel 
Hanes Company, Second Virginia Regt. commanded by Alexander Spottswood, Esq. His 
name first appears on a pay roll of the Company for the month of May 1777, and 
last appears on a similar roll for the month of January 1778. ~- Taken from 
Adjutant General's Office, War Dept., Washington, D. C. 

An Act of the Assembly passed November session 1781. shows that on Nov. 27, 1783, 
there was issued to Thomas Livingston, an infantry soldier, a certificate for twelve 
pounds (12 &) twelve shillings (12 d.) The above data entered on line 30, page 254 
of a manuscript volume in Virginia State Library known as “War 4". 

Also on Feby 19, 1784, there was issued to Taomas Livingston (an infantry 
soir) a certificate for Fourteen pounds (14h) Seventeen shillings (17d.) and six 
pence. This data entered on line 21 page 255, Manuscript volume, Virginia State 


Library, known as "War 4."
